GIRLS ASSAILANT 
SUUGHT BY POSSE 


White Man Attacks Ten- 
Year-Old Child, Then 
Threatens to Kill Her if 
She Tells. 


A dozen plain clothes policemen and 
detectives are scouring the western 
side of the city in search of a white 
man about 30 years of age, wearing 
a black suit of clothes, brown hat, 
and with a black mustache, who yester- 
day about sundown attacked a 10- 
year-old girl.

The Ex-President Says He

Washington, April 16.—Joseph UH. 
Choate, American ambassador to Great 
Britain during the negotiation of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty, believes cor- 
respondence with the British govern- 
ment at that time precludes the idea 
that American couastwise shipping can 
be exempted from paying tolls through 
the Panama canal. 

Former President Taft, 
the Panama canal act, containing the 
exemption clause, thought that in do- 
ing so he was granting a subsidy to 
American coastwise shipping, and be- 
Neves that unless congress reverses 
itself the United States will have to 
submit the question to arbitration. 

These points, both welcomed by re- 
peal advocates, were brought out today 
at the hearing before the senate com- 
mittee on inter-oceanic canals. Sena- 
tor Simmons introduced a transcript of 
an address delivered by Mr. Taft be- 
fore the Canadian club, at Ottawa last 
January, and Mr. Choate’s views were 
submitted in a letter to Henry White. 
secretary of the American embassy at 
London, while Mr. Choat@&\was ambas- 
Sador, accompanied bv tters ad- 
dressed by him to Secretar& of State 
Hay, explaining the progresa of the 
negotiations. 

Mr. Choate declared in a letter to 
Henry White, presented to the commit- 
tee, that his official correspondence es- 
tablished beyond question the intent 
of the parties in the negotiations, that 
the treaty should mean exactly what 
it says, and excludes the possibility 
of the exemption of any kind of ves- 
sels of the United States. Equality 
between the United States and Great 
Britain is the constant theme.

WARN PUBLIC 10 KEEP 
UF RAILROAD TRACKS 


Chamber of Commerce Com- 
mittee Shows 5,000 Trespass- 
ers Are Killed Annually. 


The public safety committee of the 
Chamber of commerce met in the of- 
fice of the chamber Thursday after- 
noon and discussed matters regarding 
public safety. 

The committee decided to begin at 
once to educate the pwblic in the dan- 
gers of trespassing on railroad tracks. 
Letters are being sent to every mem- 
ber of the chamber of commesce and 
other civic bodies of the state calling 
attention to the matter and asking 
that they agitate it in their various 
communities. 

It is said that out of 10,000 people 


killed annually by railroads, 5,000 are 
trespassers. The railroads are not re- 
ponsible, nor held liable, for deaths 
so sed, although they sometimes 
agree to pay burial expenses. Laws 
preventing such trespassing are now 
enforced in England and Germany. 

The bill to be introduced at the next 
legislature restricting “pistol toting” 
is the euteome of careful considera- 
tion on the part of the public safety 
committee. 

The committee on legislation, of the 
chamber of commerce, Albert Howell, 
Jr., chairman, is at present drawing a 
bill on hydrophobia to be presented at 
the next legislature, which requires 
the muzzling of all dogs in Ware coun- 
ty for a given period of time. This 
bill was drawn by request of the pub- 
lio safety committee.

NO ONE WHO IS RUNNING 

Governor John M. Slaton, candidate for 
the United States senate, occupies the unique 
position in the great and glorious state of 
Georgia of advocating no one for governor 
or for any of the several fat political plums 
to be disposed of at the August primary. He 
is one of the very few men who is not wor- 
rying himself regarding the candidacy of 
someone.

The shutdown of a corn industry at 
St. Louis and the expected closing of 
another at Pekin, IIL, were additional 
sources of weakness. 

Wheat was depressed by the break 
in corn and by prospects for showers 
over the greater part of the spring 
and winter belts, notably western Kan- 
sas. Lower cables and a forecast of 
heavier shipments from Russia cuvvpnt- 
ed also in favor of the bears. In- 
creasing talk of danger from llessian 
fly tended somewhat to check selling. 

In the oats crowd, active covering 
by shorts held prices cvraparatively 
steady. 

Liquidating sales of provisions were 
on a scale that was a fitting parallel 
to the corn market, After a violent 
descent in quotations, packers became 
good buyers and gave rise to a steadier 
feeling at the windup.

SHARP BEAR DRIVE 
UNSETTLES STOCKS 


Attack Centered on the 
New York Central, Which 
Breaks to Lowest Point 
Since Year 1885. 


New York, April 16.—A severe bear 
drive unsettled the stock market to- 
day, carrying down prices in many in- 
StanceB to the lowest figures of the 
year. The attack was centered on New 
York Central, which has been a soft 
Spot in the list for a long time. It 
broke to 865-8, the lowest point since 
1885. Sixteen other stocks, including 
Union Pacific, the Hill shares, Lehigh 
Valley and Steel, sold at the year's 
low points. 

The whole character of the market 

changed after the receipt of the news 
from Washington that Mexico prob 
ably would accede to the demands of 
this country. The Mexican crisis had 
given the shorts one of their strongest 
arguments and the sudden change in 
the situation Sent them to cover. The 
selling movement was halted and a 
rally set in. By the close prices were 
well over the day’s low level, with 
full recoveries in some cases. 
_No specific explanation was made of 
New York Central's weakness, although 
there were rumors of the sort often 
put out for stock market purposes. 
in this instance, it was reported that 
serious opposition had developed to 
New York Central's consolidation plan. 
The selling movement seemed, how- 
ever, to be due chiefly to the work of 
a powerful bear clique which selected 
New York Central because it was a 
vulnerable stock. . 

The raid came at almost the same 
hour as yesterday’s drive, which cen 
tered around Union Pacific. In the 
Same way, during the last few days. 
Lehigh Valley and Steel have been 
Singled out for pressure at various 
tires. These circumstances suggested 
that a broad selling campaign had been 
undertaken and in this connection the 
rame of a large Chicago operator was 
mentioued most frequently.
